These included the following: 


A sunken pavement, to serve as street and storm drain for Tachevah 
wash paralleling the school groimds on the north, following the northern 
boundary of the Indian reservation (section 14} for a half mile, and then 
south to Ramon Road. 


Sunken pavements such as Baristo Road, the concrete road from the 
McManus residence past the Del Tahquitz to the lower wash, have proven 
very effective in rapidly carrying away flood waters. 
Such a street would 
take flood waters, such as menaced the school, the Colonial House, and 
other valuable properties the past two seasons. 


Straighten the channel of Tahquitz W ash north o f the bridge (south­ 
west of the Palm Springs Builders Supply Co. plant). 


Straighten the channel of Palm Canyon wash between Smoke Tree 
and Araby and also north of the main road so as to avoid floods in the 
southeastern part of town.

F U T U R E D E V E L O P M E N T 


The problem of city planning and 
zoning should be approached in a very 
broad and public-spirited m anner, he 
emphasized. It includes provisions for 
the future developm ent of subdivis­ 
ions, 
streets, 
parks, 
playgrounds, a 
civic center, etc. 
Palm Springs should plan to have 
a wide m ajor thoroughfare, tree-lined 
and landscaped, like Euclid Avenue in 
O ntario or Victoria Avenue and Mag- 
nolio Avenue in Riverside. 
It is senseless to park cars on the 
streets. 
A parked ear takes up eight 
feet of the street, and the cost of 
paving this space costs from $25 to 
$30. 
Parking lots should be provided 
so as to leave the m ain street for 
traffic.

stores in the retail shopping district 
to have such parking lots, because 
under existing conditions there is no 
parking 
space available anyway in 
front of their stores said A ttorney 
Coil.

P. S. Among First 
To Get All-American 
Canal Power 


P alm Springs will be among the 
first cities to receive pow er generated 
by All-American Canal water, as 
it 
was announced recently that custom ­ 
ers of the Nevada-California Electric 
Corporation will be the first to receive 
power from this project. 
As the 80-mile canal nears comple­ 
tion, the federal governm ent is rush­ 
ing the rebuilding of its Siphon Drop 
power plant in order th a t it will op­ 
erate from w aters of the All-Amer­ 
ican Canal. 
O utput of the Siphon Drop plant 
is sold to the Nev-Cal w ith the excep­ 
tion of a small am ount of power used 
for operating pum ps on the Yuma Ir­ 
rigation project. 
The model pow er plant, which was 
built In 1026, is located in eastern Im­ 
perial county and has been operating 
011 the Yuma canal. 
It w as designed, 
however, to accom m odate All-Amer­ 
ican Canal w aters. 
The Norman I. Fidel Construction 
Company announced early tills month 
th at it had completed 51 per cent of 
its work in connecting 'the All-Amer­ 
ican canal with th e governm ent power 
plant. 
At the sam e tim e the Bureau 
of R eclam ation revealed that enlarg­ 
ing of the plant is practically com­ 
pleted. 
W hen it sta rts using All-American 
Canal w ater the Siphon Drop 
plant

to the Nev-Cal. 
In a recent speech before a national 
convention, George O. Sanborn, gen­ 
eral supervisor of operation and m ain­ 
tenance for the U. S. B ureau of Rec­ 
lam ation, stated: 
"This 
plant 
has 
been highly profitable due largely to 
the favorable contract w ith the South­ 
ern S ierras Power Com pany (now the 
Nevada-California E lectric) which af­ 
fords a m arket for all surplus energy 
available. 
T he net revenues.” said the gov­ 
ernm ent official, “have been consid­ 
erably in excess of the installm ents 
necessary to repay the cost of 
this 
power plant." 
F. F. Crocker, local agent of the 
Nev-Cal. during an interview yester­ 
day stated that his com pany is one 
of the largest d istrib u to rs of power 
generated on irrigation projects. Since 
last A ugust the Nev-Cal has distribut­ 
ed m ore 
than 
1 1 0 ,000.000 
kilowatt- 
hours of electricity from Boulder Dam, 
In addition to that purchased from the 
Siphon Drop plant. 
The local power com pany also has 
a long-term arrangem ent for distribut­ 
ing all the power generated by the 
two hydro plants on the San Gorgonio 
Irrigation project in B anning canyon. 
"In fact.” said C rocker, "nearly all 
of our power used in California, Ari­ 
zo n a, Nevada, and Mexico is made In 
connection with governm ent and mu­ 
nicipal 
projects, 
including 
Boulder 
Dam. Siphon Drop. San Gorgonio and j 
hydro plants at Bishop.
